I guess the big question that we all have is what now? At first, the answer seems simple: work like 
a dog while you're articling, get hired on as a junior associate, work like a dog as a junior associate, 
make partner in 5 years, work like a dog as a new partner, become a senior partner, and then golf, 
lunch with clients, enjoy the good life, and make sure your young associates and articling students 
keep working like dogs, right? Oh, and if you can slide in a significant other, and maybe a family, 
that'd be okay, too. Unfortunately, it's not that easy. First of all, not everyone is going to, or even 
wants to, follow the plan. Secondly, even if you DO follow the plan, what's it going to be like? Am 
I still going to be able to sing in a choir and play Frisbee? Will I have time to get a dog? Am I even 
going to LIKE being a lawyer? In many respects, I think the start of our legal careers will be 
similar to law school. When we first got to law school, we had no idea what it'd be like. 


he big difference between law school and articling is the answer to that persistent question: what am I doing here? In law school, the 
answer to that question seems pretty straightforward: we're here to learn, and, when it comes down to it, to pass our classes. Even once we 
finish law school, the answer is pretty simple: most of us will go on to article and get called to the bar, if for no other reason than well, we 
might as well. Once we get into practice, though, the question, what am I doing here? becomes a bit trickier. Now there are no immediate 
answers, because the practice of law is supposed to BE the answer. It IS our destination. At this point, well have to take a moment to 
2xamine our lives and actually decide, what are we doing here? 


hen I think of how to answer that question, I think back to the first day of many of our smaller classes where a kindly prof asks us to tell 


everyone why we decided to come to law school. It seems like a pretty basic question, but the answers were always varied and loaded with 
underlying considerations. 


ne of the answers made me think: "I want to make the world a better place." I never asked him what he meant by that, but I don't think he 
was trying to be funny. It wasn't that the answer was novel that made me think, it was the unabashed way that he said it. At the time I knew 
[ would've been too embarrassed to give an answer like that. I know it seems oversimplified and idealistic, but I think there is some value to 
hat answer. So I'm going to put my embarrassment aside and just say it: I think that we, as aspiring lawyers, should try to make the 
orld a better place. Now, I don't mean that we have to save the rainforests, the children, or the spotted western owl. What I'm trying to 
get at is that the job of lawyers is to help people, and we help people avoid and resolve disputes. In practice, there are many ways that we 
can make things better. We can do pro bono work. We can be hard-working, diligent and honest. As a community of lawyers, however, we 
ean also try to make the legal system itself better. I'm not saying that the legal system is broken, I don't think it is. But nothing is perfect. 
here's always room for improvement. Considering the fact that our society is always changing, then our legal system needs to change to 
meet society's changing needs. I don't think we should impose our own sense of justice upon our clients and opposing parties, I did learn 
something in foundations and Professional Responsibility. What I'm saying is that we have system that is supposed to facilitate justice, but 
sometimes, the rules can be abused to become a barrier to justice. One of the issues that lawyers have as they try to improve the legal 
system is that the system itself is very traditional. We do things a certain way because that's the way they've always been done. The tricky 
oart is figuring out which parts have been honed to perfection over the years, and which are in need of a slight tune-up. I don't think that 
his is an easy task ahead of us. I don't even know if I'm up to the challenge. I can only hope so, and I hope that you are, too. Good luck.
